TROUBLE AT SYRACUSE. 


The County Democracy Kicking Vigor- 


ously Against Tammany Hall.

SYRACUSE, N. Y. Sept. • 25.-Matters 


were in a chaotic condition this morning 
when the Democratic statesmen got out 
of bed. Many of them had been up all 
night wrestling with the excise and Sun- 
day law plank, or with ths contest of 
Grace—Fairchild men. It was therefore 
aweary looking crowd that filled the 
hotel lobbies and hustled for seats in the 
dining room at breakfast hour. Tam- 
many men and Grace—Fairchild demo- 
crats from New York city had had a night 
of it. They fought their fight before the 
committee on contested seats until after 
midnight and when the commsttee s ver- 
dict was learned, both were dissatisfied. 
Of the two, the contestants were tbo most 
put out, although they had won a victory. 
Instead of being thrown out bodily as 
they were last year, they had been ac- 
corded one fifth of New York city seats 
The small recognition made was stated to 
be for the sake of harmony and not be- 
cause it was just. 


It was 9.45 o'clock before the Grace 


Fairchild Democrats got together at their 
headquarters. The following resolutions 
was introduced by Everett P. Wheeler 
and unanimously adopted: 


"Whereas, the New York state democ- 


racy as organized in New York oity is 
composed of Democrats and therefore op- 
posed to the management and methods of 
the Tammany Hall organization, and 


Whereas, as such, in justice and in con- 


formity to Democratic principles and to 
many precedents in previous years, the 
state democracy is entitled to representa- 
tion in the state convention and on the 
state committee, and 


Whereas, the resolution adopted by the 


committee on contested seats gives neith- 
er, but in effect only allows a certain num- 
ber of delegates from the state democracy 
to sit by courtesy in this convention. 


Resolved, that we decline to accept the 


terms offered by said committee, and 


Resolved, that we declare that the terms 


on which alone we can accept admission 
to the convention must include recogni- 
tion of our right as an organization of 
royal Democrats to be represented in the 
councils of the party." 


The convention adopted-the report of 


the committee on credentials, giving 
Grace-Fairchild Democrats one-fifth rep- 
resentation. 
The Grace-Fairchild men 


left the hall at 12.27 o'clock amid cheers 
and jeers.

THE DOCTORS' OPINION. 


What the Medical Association Believe 


About Typhoid Fever In Town. 


Under the heading of "Unwarranted 


alarm in regard to the prevalence of ty- 
phoid fever in our town" the following is 
contributed to thcTiiANSoiui'T as an ex- 
pression of the Northern Berkshire Medi- 
cal association regarding the prevalence 
of the disease: 


"At the meeting of the Northern Berk- 


shire Medical association last evening the 
opinion w.is universal with the physicians 
that exaggerated reports were being cir- 
culated as to the amount of typhoid fever 
in town and as to the condition of our 
water. Upon inquiry it has been found 
that only about one-third of the number 
of cases of typhoid fever has been reported 
to the board of health this year, from 
June 1 to the present time, as compared 
with the number of cases reported during 
the same time last yeir. Also that most 
of the typhoid cases are confined to the 
hospital at the present time and that tho 
number they have had there this year is 
aboiit half that of last year. At the town 
office it was found that there had been 
but nine deaths from typhoid fever since 
June 1, or an average of about two per 
month. Surely these statistics are not 
alarming, considering the very dry season 
we have had and the fact that typhoid 
fever is an autumnal fever and hence must 
be expected to a certain eitent."

WHAT SEN. LAWRENCE HAS TO .SAY. 


The Article Looks Like a Wei I man Ar- 


ticle, and One Made Up of Polit- 


ical Patch Work and Rumor, 


Without Any Basis. 


The following extract is taken from a 


Boston correspondence to the Springfield 
Republican of today. It is of interest to 
every friend of Judge Lawrence and fair 
treatment. In part the Republican arti- 
cle says: 


It is now six weeks before the state 


election when member? of the Senate are 
elected. From that dat» It will be eight 
weeks more before the Senate ofl89S will 
organize. Yet it is stoutly asserted that 
Senator Lawrence will be president of the 
Senate. Others are as positive that the 
president will he Senator Sangor ot Bos- 
ton. Most people who know anything on 
the matter are disposed to agrtee that it 
will be one or the other. But the people 
at large know nothiugabout whstisbeing 
done. They arc not acting at 411 regard- 
ing this officer who is most essential to 
their interests. The whole thing is being 
managed by a very few men who-thus 
control the whole state of Massachusetts 
without any appeal to the people, or any 
opportunity for the people to consider the 
elements in the case, and without; oppor- 
tunity to pass upon the merits of the can- 
didates. The Republican voters of those 
two districts will have something to say, 
but they are only a majority of one-twen- 
tieth of the state and the other nineteen 
twentieths are voiceless m the matter. 
This bears so vitally upon th proposed 
amendment to the constitute n for the 
election of presiding officers o! the state 
Legislature by the people .upoj the state 
ticket at the November eleetio; .that it is 
worthy of presentation hero inMetail. 
Reports are current at the hotels that 
the inside of the Lawrence cai > is this, 
that his chief friend is A. C. Hd ighton ot 
Nortn Adams, who is a large stockholder 
in ths West End street railwayijjcompany 
Ex-President Butler has been - 
the West End company and' 1. 
favor of the election of Lawr*: 
rence was chairman of the st 
committee in the last Senate. 
End will have a hard fight in ._,- —=-. . 
ture at the coming session, for* an effort 
will be made to compel the adoption of 
free transfer tickets. The Sontfr Boston's 
citizens' association has voted to begin an 
agitation for three cent fares pn the street 
cars in order to aid the development ot 
that section of the city, and there is 
always a feeling against a monopoly. So, 
the gossip has it, the scheme for the elec- 
tion of Lawrence is nothing but an. effort 
of the West End to control Ithe Senate. 
Now the main facts in the case are not 
badly misrepresent*"!. Mr. Ho&ghton is a 
stockholder in the West End, ei-President 
Butler has a little law business from the 
corporation and Mr. Houghton is the 
chief worker for Senator Lawrence for 
the presidency. But the way ths matter 
is put together does injustice to the lead- 
ing persons concerned. 
Mr. Houghton 
has lon» been a warm personal friend ot 
Senator'Lawrenre. The senator makes 
friends rapidly, is a good pollSteian, and 
would naturally be thought of for the 
presidency. TL e legislative policy of the 
West End is under very different control 
from what it was in 1890, and there is ex- 
cellent reason for saying that it has Kept 
its hands hands off positively in this con- 
test and will continue to keep them off. 
The gossip goes so far in its conclusions. 


But, says this practical man, Mr. Hougii- 


ton work's for Senator Lawrence with all 
his heart. He has a wide acquaintance. 
He knows everybody. He can bring many 
dements (o bear. He is doing a great deal 
for Senator Lawrence. Now, Senator 
Singer has not the peculiar strength 
which Lawrence has, but he has his strong 
social position. That counts for a great 
deal. It can turn a good many votes m 
the senate, and that is just where Sangei 
has his power and that is why the contest 
ia between Lawrence and Sanger and why 
Senator Wellman is not in it. 
Now, 
savs this expert, "Senator Wellman is 
just as good a man for the presidency a* 
either Lawrence or Sanger, but he has no 
connection with the forces which make 
presidents. The office i« not disposed ot 
by any jneans he can bring to bear. Law- 
rence'has his business connections and 
Sanger has his social position and those 
elements settle the case. Wcllinan has 
no such business connection as Lawrence 
and no such social standing aH Sanger. 
He is wholly out of the fight for tliose 
reasons and he might ss well withdraw. 
Hecannotdo anything, though he is an 
honest man and an able m«n and is well 
fitted for the presidency. He has iiothius; 
but his merits to stand on. The presi- 
denry will go to Lawrence or banger, 
probably to Lawrence, and the whole 
matter is already settled." 
Now here is a situation which concerns 
the whole people. 1 agree that boLh Law- 
rence and Sanger are honest and compe- 
tent men, and either would have a credit- 
able ad ministration as president, a-i far 
as can be judged by the characteristics of 
the men severally in advance, 
Hut tbo 


third man, who is admitted to be equally 
able with these two, is ruled out from the 
start because he has not either of two 
elements behind him which are held es- 
sential. There ure reasons lor thinking 
that Wellman would be better qualified 
for the presidency than Lawrence, at 
least, to say nothing of other respecln in 
which he would be better than Hanger, 
for he has served two years in the House 
and one year in the Tenate, while Law- 
rence ha'* simply had ono year in the 
Senate, with no House service at all (and 
t tie House gives better training than the 
Senate), and cannot be as familiar with 
parliamentary law as Wellman. 


Senator Lawrence was seen this morn- 


ing and asked if he had read the article. 
He said that he had, and stated that the 
article put the case in a wrong light. So 
far as he was concerned he had made 110 
active c-anvasa for the presidency and 
would not. He preferred to have the 
senate make ila selection from choice and 
choice only. As to the matter of the 
West End railroad and corporation sup- 
port of himself, the senator did not treat 
the matter seriously. The article admit- 
ted that this corporation was in new 
hands that kept clear of politics and that 
was enough said. But if tb is corporation did 
have preferences it would go to some 
man in the eastern part of the state. He, 
at least, wasn't aware that it was sup- 
porting him.

A CAUCUS OBSERVATION. 


Last night was held the North Adams 


Republican caucus, and just as caucuses 
go generally so this caucus went. There 
were lists of delegates for the various con- 
ventions prepared before hand, the same 
•were conveniently printed and the same 
were voted by the several hundred Repub- 
lican voters present. This was all right 
and proper. 
This 
thing 
done in 


North Adams has given a representative 
set of delegates made up of upright Re- 
publicans who will take care that the 
party interests shall take no harm in the 
conventions and who are not open to 
bribery or Tammany Hall methods. But 
at the same time, this method of conduct- 
ing a caucus presents a curious spectacle, 
and when one gentleman in 3<ist evening's 
caucus got up aiid asked who made up 
the various lists of delegati b and what 
those lists stood for, he asked a question 
that about four-fifths of those present 
were asking. The fact was perfectly ap- 
parent that many there pouiil have been 
pleased to know how well the delegates 
on the printed lists would represent their 
wishes—yes, they would have been pleased 
to know what they themselves weie there 
for selecting delegates already selected 
and giving thoir affirmation to they didn't 
know what. 


And here is where the observation on 


this caucus and all caucuses comes in. In- 
telligent men came to that caucus last 
night, men who are supposed to be wide 
awake to the public interest:- and general 
welfare of this community and voted lor 
delegates who would support the very 
men in convention whom, perhaps, they 
would not care to see supported. They 
came, gazed at the printed lists, voted 
them, and went away wondering what 
they had done. Like Ciesar, they came, 
they saw, but unlike C«csar, they did not 
conquer particularly. A few men had 
been ioroteeing enough to prepare the 
lists and knew what they stood for. Had it 
not 
been 
for 
those 
few far- 


seeing ones, it 
is questionable if 


anyone 
would have 
known 
how 


to carry on a legal, balloting caucus. Con- 
fusion would certainly have reigned, at 
least. Fortunately the few men who 
took enough interest in the caucus to 
think of it before the last moment and 
make out the program are not bad or 
Vicious leaders, but on the other hand arc 
•ale men to follow. Nevertheless the 
spectacle remains of a caucus with a 
large number of its members acting 
blindly. One short colloquy in Odd Fel- 
lows' hall last evening between two 
prominent business men put the whole 
case in a nutshell. One said: "I wonder 
what I am voting for. I don't like to vote 
this way." The other replied: "Well 
yon don't know enough to help yourself 
now do you ? Trust to luck." There's the 
point. £v«ry man in that caucus, had he 
tried to know, could have known before- 
hand that certain delegates would repre- 
*ent him or not, and could have acted ac- 
cordingly. He could have known that 
the law directed the election of delegates 
by ballot and been prepared to meet the 
fcituation. 


The le&ecn is the old lesson—that men 


irfgenecal neglect their caucus duties— 
they undervalue the great and absolutely 
controlling influence ot the caucus—they 
iorgst that a few can control a caucus if 
the many neglect it. The American peo- 
ple's greatest political sin is the neglect 
of the caucus and primaries. 
It is as 


much a man's duty to know about his 
caucus as it is his duty to know the golden 
rule. , 


Last evening there were no Tammany 


methods. North Adams is not a New 
York. No corrupt ring w.is present to 
capture political prizes. 
All that was 


done was well done, and if any |man did 
ncjt please himself by his part in the se- 
lection of delegates he has himself to 
blame. The law provides carefully for 
eviry man having his chance of expres- 
sion in a Massachusetts caucus. 


This observation ends with the view 


that the average American caucus is not 
so very different from a sheep-fold, and 
happy is the place where there are no 
wolves. • 


THE TYPHOID FEVER QUESTION. 


Several communications have recently 


appeared in this paper regarding that 
dread disease, typhoid fever, which bas a 
foothold in North Adam'.. Those com- 
munications have pointed out what seems 
to be the neglect, or inability, of the 
board of health to discover the cause and 
source of this disease, which is of germi. 
nal origin and waich can be traced 
to some disease source. 


Without entering into a discussion now 


of- the competency or iricompetency of 
the present board of health of this town, 
or discussing how far they have done 
their duty to the public in searching out 
the cause of this disease, the fact remains 
that typhoid fever is prevalent in North 
Adams and its cause remains unknown. 
That cause can be known. That cause 
should be known, and no effort should be 
spared to find it. Disease and death is 
lurking in the sanitary or, water condi- 
tions of this town, and what is 
being done to discover its source? 
"What Id our board of health doing, 
or does this community think it is the 
Board's duty to discover this diseasea's 
cause and stamp it out? Is there anything 


going to be done to alleviate the sickly 
condition prevailing in parts of this 
town? 


Someone is seriously at fault, and until 


our Board of Health has exerted itself 
and used every mean* known to science 
and the medical and sanitary professions 
to discover typhoid's cause in this place, 
that Board has not done iteduty. Let 
something be done and done in earnest to 
stamp out this disease. The present do- 
nothing plan, while death and sickness 
by typhoid fever goes on claiming its 
victims, is wrong if not wicked. And till 
the causes of typhoid fever are found or 
an earnest search for the causes of it is 
inaugurated, the health officers of this 
town deserve neither peace nor the ap- 
probation ot their iellow citizens who 
sutler from their neglect. 


LET'S KNOW ABOUT IT. 


The Northern Berkshire Medical "asso- 


ciation in a communication elsewhere in 
this paper, says there is an "unwarranted 
alarm" in this town concerning typhoid 
fever. Its argument is that there is less of 
the disease than there was last year and 
"but nine deaths since June 1." We take 
-issue on this point. Just so long as the 
cause of a disease so terrible as typhoid 
fever is unknown and is killing people in 
this town, there is cause for alarm. The 
attempt to bash up the matter is weak 
and wrong. And as for the "number o 
cases reported," can the 
association

been reported? Can't they tell us some- 
thing of the cause rather than smooth 
this over 1 Wouldn't it be better for every 
man in this town to help search out the 
causes of this disease even if there have 
been "but nine deaths from it since June 
1," or is it beet to continue this highly 
prosperons disease? 


This town has no typhoid panic. 
It 


doesn't want any. But it does want to 
know if the source of a terrible disease 
can be found, and it doesn't want any- 
thing else. 


Senator Lawrence of the Berkshire dis- 


trict is wearing a broad 'smile these days 
as he contemplates the easy task before 
him in securing a re-election to the sen- 
ate. His district is with him almost unan- 
imously and will send him back to Bos- 
ton with a rousing vote. Berkshire would 
like to see Senator Lawrence made presi- 
dent of the senate, a position for which 
he is admirably qualified, and will do 
what it can to give him a good start.— 
Fittsfiel d Eagle. And every one smiles 
with our senator, too, for we all like him 
and are interested in his welfare and am- 
bitions. 


What possible sense is there in the 


course pursued with regard to discovering 
the purity or impurity of our water sup- 
ply? Sending away a sample, receiving 
an analysis that says it is very bad, and 
then sitting back and doing nothing? 
Who known the nature of that impure 
water, if indeed it is impure ? Is this the 
cause of the typhoid fever in this town, 
or is it something else? Who knows? 
Whose business is it to know? Whose 
business is it to try to make a persevering 
and unremit ing effort to discover the 
cause of this disease. 


Will some one state what good there is 


in having a water analysis made that 
doesn't mean anything to anyone, or 
cause any action to be taken even when it 
is pronounced impure ? A bacterial analy- 
sis of our water would determine some- 
thing as to whether disease were in it or 
not and what that disease was. 


Who put that Democrat on the Repub- 


lican representative list of delegates? 
Sixty delegates is indeed too many, if the 
Republicans have to go into the Demo- 
cratic camp to piece out a delegate list. 
Probably the Democrat elected felt as bad 
about it as did the Republicans who were 
surprised to find the name there.

They will go to the con- 
vention and do for Berkshire what ought 
to be done in the interest of fairness and 
good politics.

Outside of 
Western Massachusetts, which is strong 
for the governor, he has nearly four to 
one of the delegates as against the un- 
pledged and the opposed.
